VARSITY STADIUM, OCT. 30: 
— The Varsity Blues vaulted into 
a second place tie with the Wes- 
tern Mustangs this afternoon by 
virtue of their 38-12 victory over 
the winless McGill Redmen. The 
Blues, displaying an outstanding 
aerial offensive, spotted the Red- 
men 12 points in the first quarter 
and went on from there to score 
six unanswered touchdowns. 

The^Redmen, starting out like 
a house afire, took advantage of 
the overconfident Toronto squad

and capitalized on their early mis- 
cues. McGill displayed in the first 
quarter the drive that has been 
lacking throughout the season as 
they went 40 yards on ten plays 
to score their first major. Their 
second TD took only four plays 
when the Redmen recovered 
another Toronto fumble 'just 12 
yards in front of the Varsity goal- 
line. 

Blues Fumble 

The Blues fumbled a punt by 
Kenny Wright and Sam Yuska re- 
covered the pigskin for the Red 
and White. With Wright calling 
the signals, Bob Hutcheson, Lionel 
Quinn and Herb English carried 
the ball down to the two-yard line. 
Quinn took the ball over for the 
major behind expert blocking by 
Don Wood and Francois Leduc. 

The Blues, seemingly unworried 
about the whole thing, calmly pro- 
ceeded to act as if they, were ahead 
by. 60 points and refused, to kick 
on a third down with four yards 
tp go.. This gave the Redmen the 



chance they were looking for*and 
when Earl Merling recovered a 
Toronto fumble on the Blues' 12 
yard line, Quinn once moro drovo 
over for the TD. Paul Dingle again 
converted and the Redmen were 
ahead 12-0.

The Red and White, playing 
without the services of Hal Bic- 
wald and Tom Pipi»-, as well as 
1*6 -.i t.r.ptain ClyJc Whitman who 
was pent to the hospi.tai on Frioa/ 
and didn't make the trip, played 
outstanding ball throughout the 
game.

The other Varsity majors 
came on passes by Wilson to 
George Stulac, Gerry Lansky and 
Fred Smalc. Smale, who made 
over a hundred yards himself on 
pnsses, was the main contributor 
to the overwhelming total of 387 
yards gained on the air to none 
for McGill.

Of the 5,647 students at McGill, only 1708 
gave blood last week. This turnout, however, was 
the greatest on record for a McGill Blood Donor 
Clinic. 

We'd like to congratulate these in charge of 
the Clinic — both students and Red Cross work- 
ers — for their success. Their enthusiasm, effi- 
céiicy and hard work made the Blood Drive the 
success it was, and they can well be proud of 
' eir achievement. 

The rest of the campus hasn't much to be 
proud of. 32.6% is hardly an impressive figure — 
especially when it is compared to the response 
of 80% or more found at other Canadian univer- 
sities." Even among universities , of comparable 
.size, McGill doesn't stand up too well. 
• . :• Soma of those who did not give blood, we 
realize, Were unable to do so for medical rea- 
sons. It seems a bit far-fetched, though, to be- 
lieve that 3,800 McGill students' are under 18, 



malarial, anaemic, or jaundiced, or that they 
have all given blood within the last three months, 
or that all 3,900 of them have any other good 
reason for not giving blood. 

Possibly the Clinic as it is now set up can 
only handle 1,730 students in a week. If that is 
the case, we suggest that the campaign be ex- 
tended to a two week period next year. 

It might also be possible to accept pledges, 
such as those received this year from members 
of the football team, on a larger scale. This 
would give those unable to give blood at the 
time of the Clinic the opportunity to do so later, 
and still participate in McGill's blood drive. 

Whatever the solution, we hope that next 
year's committee will try and find it. The'increase 
in blood donations that has taken place over the 
last two years is certainly gratifying, but let's not 
fool ourselves into thinking we're doing enough.

Dear Sir: 

I wont to commend you for your 
boldness in expressing your views 
about; emotion in religion in the 
item "God on Billboards". On sub- 
jects that matter — of which this 
is certainly one — I urge you not 
to let any pressure hinder you 
from expressing your sincere 
viewpoints. 

■ I am writing to acquaint you 
with an attitude somewhat dif- 
ferent from the one expressed in 
"God on Billboards," one which 
^ I think is held by some of my 
friends in the University as well 
as by me. It is that Christianity 
docs indeed have something to 
sell: such a bargain that ho 
means of advertising it can justly 
be neglected, provided it repre- 
sents the bargain faithfully. The 
bargain is that you and I, bound 
as we aro by forces outside our- 
selves to do in greater or lesser 
measure what we feel to bo

wrong, can be released from this 
slavery into an inner harmony 
that will dominate all of our ex- 
perience. I think you will agree 
with me that such a bargnin, if 
genuine, is worthy' to be advert- 
ised as widely as possible. 

Your criticism wa3 directed, 
however, as I understand it, to 
what you considered to be a basic 
incompatibility between the style 
of all billboard advertising and 
the nature of what churches have 
to sell. True, the usual burdens 
of billboards are far different 
from the message that I have just 
mentioned; but misuse of colored 
outdoor advertising doesn't ne- 
cessarily disqualified it for its 
proper use. The importance of 
the church's news — or rescue 
from a moral dilemma into peace 
— justifies the appearance of 
roadside advertising in order to 
spread the word around. Neverthe- 
less you are quite right when you 
call attention to some unsympn 



thctic and indelicate uses of reli- 
gious billbourding. 

Billy Graham's "theatrics" must 
be judged similarly, I believe: in 
the light of the urgency of the 
good nows he has to tell. Unthink- 
ing emotional response to him 
surely is regrettable; but those 
who only feel, without making a 
considered decision, arc very likely 
those who did the same last month 
when they kissed a girl or bought 
a hat. On the other hand, if Gra- 
ham's intense ways serve to 
awaken the minds and wills of 
some of his hearers through their 
emotions, his technique is as just- 
ifiable as that of any other artist. 

This is assuming that Christian- 
ity's news is true: that God brings 
harmony to replace moral dilem- 
ma in those who put their trust 
in Jcbus of Nazareth. If the 
message were false, then "God on 
Billboards" would be open to at 
tack from a different angle.

At the Kent 

Although based on actual case 
histories, Fabian of Scotland Yard 
is an average film. Bruce Seton, 
as the Inspector, gives a capable 
performance; and Sarah Churchill 
is very good, as the actress whose 
son has been kidnapped. But apart 
from that, the cast is not unusual- 
ly good. This is good entertain- 
ment, but not equal to some of the 
superior British films that have 
been seen here. 

At the Capitol 

Sabrina is a whimsical and plea- 
sant comedy, handled with such 
skill that the slightness of the 
plot is not appparcnt. A variation 
on the Cinderella theme, its set- 
ting is Long Island, and most of 
its characters multi-millionaires. 

Audrey Hepburn, in the role of 
the chnuffeur's daughter, some- 
how combines naivety, simplicity 
and sophistication in a very at- 
tractive portrait 

The hero, Humphrey Bogart, is 
a taciturn businessman, prcoccu 
pied with plastics, mergers, and 
increasing the scope of activity of 
his industries. Bogart is properly 
stiff and unbending, a reserved 
person trying awkwardly to be 
romantic. 

William Holden gives a compe- 
tent and amusing performance as 

Bogart's flippant younger brother. 

»» 

Besides the principal actors, 
Walter Hampden's very funny 
part as the father of Bogart and 
Holden should be mentioned; and 
the actors who take the parts of 
the servants all seem amiably 
simple-minded. Nelia Walker, for 
a few delightful moments, is a 
deeply offended matron whose 
politeness prevents her from ex- 
pressing herself. 

The dialogue is always light and 
appropriate, and sometimes very 
funny. Some of the comic episodes 
are very good, particularly those 
in the Paris cooking school, and 
the unusual results of Bogart's 
obsession with plastics. The con- 
clusion is unexpected and satisfy- 
ing.

Nominations must be signed by not less than 25 male undergraduates of the 
some Faculty as the nominee in Arts and Science, Commerce and Engineering, and 
by not less than .10 undergraduates in all other Faculties and Schools. No Under- 
graduate shall sign more than 4 nominations. 

GROUP "B" 

Nominees in the Faculties of Arts and Sciences, Medicine, Dentistry and the 
School of Commerce must be in the Second Year. 

Nominees in the Faculty of Engineering must be in the Third (3M) Year.
